Sothereare a lot of simlarities between the
thoroughbred industry and the State Legislature. Byt | want to
point out also that here on the legislative floor many tinmes e

debate the i mpact of the industry upon the popul ation,gnd we
di scuss whether or not the side effects, the parinmutuel betting
is meritorious or otherwise. WlIl, parinutuel betting falls

under the description of good ganbling. Andso those of youwho
have any doubts about whether or not you ought to enlarge and
expose a greater share of the population to the benefits of
interstate sinulcasting, | want to reassure you that pari nutuel
betting is good ganbling and it doesn't necessarily corrupt your
nmorals, in the opinion of nost of us, if you participate in it.
| want to say also that we estimate that interstate simulcasting
coul d perhaps increase the handl e by maybe 20 ﬁercent over wha
we have now. We mi ght even, thereby, get the handle up to the
poi nt where the tracks would again begin to pay a little tax o
the State of Nebraska,which of course is of deep interest to

all of us. I want to say this, that as | said earlier, the
General Affairs Committee did a |ot of work on the bill, and
there have been sone attenpts nmade to address some of the giper
concerns. I had another pj||, | B 641, which was somewhat
debated as to whether or not it would be 5 reasonabl e amendnment
to this bill. I think it would be. |"mnot going to offer it
at this time, |'mgoing to go aIQn(];withthe spirit of Senat or
Chanbers and hope the bill wll nmveggonewhat snoot hl y t oday.

If there is any need for additional consideration, if there gre
ot her amendnents that need to be offered, hopefully we can do it
on Select File. I woul d hope the bill could be advanced and
that we could nove it along so that if it does become |aw, and
that is the wi shes of the people of this Legislature and the
Governor of the State of Nebraska that it can pecomelaw soon
enough so that we can enjoy the benefits of interstate
simul casting on the Kentucky Derby this vyear. Therefore,
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
